Hygeia also plays an important part in the 
Auxiliary activities and will always be one of 
the major projects. Is there a copy of Hygeia 
in every physician’s office? If the Auxiliary is 
going to fulfill its obligation to the medical pro- 
fession and to the public at large, every member 
must accept these as her individual responsibili- 
ties.
